Forest-hitl, and Geotge Grant Cralg, 34, 
merchant, of’ Somerleyton-road, Brixtoh, were 
charged with having corispleed. with another 
man not in custody In forging bills of Ieding for 
£1,000 and upwards with intent to defraud the 
Chastered Mercantile.Bank of India, London, 
and Ching, * ‘ ae u 

Mr, C. F.. Gill. prorecuted ‘on behalf of 
the bank, end stated that tho prisoners carried 
on buslness'as Beyts, Cralg, and: Company, as 
steamship owners and lading agents of 41, Great 
St. Helen's and Bombay. The Bombay’ office 
was represcoled by the son of the elder partner. 
They were charged with forging bills of analy 
for very large amounts, and he (Mr. Gill) 
thought this would (urn out to be a most 


extensive commercial swindle, The prisoners | - 


had had husiness with the Chartered Mercantile 
‘Bank, and every confidence was ptaced {n them, 
In the usual course of busi bills of lading 
were produced and money was obtained on them, 
When it was discovered that the ship Sartor 
had arrived at Antwerp, the di ‘endants should 
bave taken up these bills; Instead of dolog s0,' 
they asked that they might be Held over for a day 
ar two, asthey had suffered by the stoppage of 
the Oriental Bank, This appeared o reasonable 
tequest, but they were informed by the dhapaging 
director that the goods Bavine arrived, they 
mast, for thelr own protectton, insure the goods 
against fire. The defendants asked ‘that. no 
steps should be taken until oer had seen him 
‘on the subject, Inquiries were then made, andlt 
was discovered that the bills. were forgeries, and 
that thers were no goods such as represented in 
the bills of Iading, on which the money 
had been advanced, The mansgér of the 
Chastered Mercantile Bank then called on 
the defendants, id having mentloned what 
had come ta b Howledge, defendants then 
virtually scknowledged the facts.
